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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 

States. 

2. Claims 63,65-'67,69,70.72,77,78,80 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Tanabe in Japan Patent No. 2-100,833. Tanabe discloses a die making 
tool (electrode bar 20) having surface features corresponding to desired crest and flank 
profiles of a plurality of threads of a threaded fastener (high tension bolt), the desired 
crest and flank profiles including a plurality of bosses separated by respective bases 
(see figures in Tanabe); forming a roll threading die by electric discharge machining 
which is disclosed as used to form a fastener (high tension bolts). Regarding claims 65- 
67, see figure 2 of Tanabe. The inner grooves of element 20 are considered to be 
"bases" and the peaks between the grooves as "bosses". 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was niade to a person having ordinary skill |n the art to whjch sajd subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
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were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

5. Claim 71 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Tanabe 
in Japan Patent No. 2-100.833 in view of Lobur in U.S. Patent No. 3,614,368. Lobur 
teaches that graphite electrodes have low wear in electric discharge machining (see 
column 8, lines 16-18). It would have been obvious to adapt Tanabe in view of Lobur to 
provide this to reduce the wear of electrode bar 20 during the step of forming the roll 
threading die. 

6. Claims 76 and 82 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Tanabe in Japan Patent No. 2-100,833 in view of Wozniak in U.S. Patent No. 
4,793,219. It is unclear whether both, one, or none of the rolling dies in Tanabe are 
movable. Wozniak discloses in figure la using a movable die. (element 10) in 
combination with a stationary die (element 10a) to form a threaded fastener. It would 
have been obvious to adapt Tanabe in view of Wozniak to provide this to form threaded 
fastener of varying shapes. 

7. Claims 64,68,73,74,75, 79 and 81 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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8. Applicant's arguments filed 5 October 2004 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant argues that it is improper for the Examiner to rely on the 
English abstract rather than the underlying document. However, the previous office 
action does not anywhere state that the office action is relying on the abstract rather 
than the underlying document. The U.S. Patent and Trademark Office regrettably does 
not have the resources to translate each and every foreign language document applied 
in an office action. A translation of the document will be made upon a filing of the 
Tanabe reference will be made upon filing of an Appeal Brief. Of course, Applicant is 
not precluded from supplying a translation of the Tanabe reference for the record.
